VALUE OF WIRELESS

IN WAR BEING PROVED

Expert Says It Is Specially Useful in

Concentrating Troops Operating '
in Vast Territory.

Aug 7 Wireless telegraphy
is of use in war. for example,
in ordering the concentration of troops
operating over a vast extent of terri-
tory, especially if such troops are
separated by intervention of en-

emy's forces.
Ca-alr- corps, notably, should be

equipped with transportable wireless
posts. The Germans are already mak-
ing this use of wireless In Belgium
and Northern France.

Dirigibles and aeroplanes all should
have radio telegraphic apparatus. They
could Bend messages, but. of course,
ould not receive hecauhe of the noise

of the motor. Submarines can use
wireless, but only when the antennae
are above water.

It Is possible to explode mines or
bombs at Ions distances by wireless
projection of electricity, but only after
the object to be destroyed, such as a
bridge, mine, or fortification, has been
prepared to receive the current. Such
preparation would mean the installa-
tion nf jomo sort of mechanism espe-
cially designed. The difficulties In the
way are obvious. Jt is possible also
to maneuver torpedo boat submarines
at a distance by wireless electric cur
rents, but risky, because
or the possible Interference of atmos-

Petrograd. Aug. 7. On the Narew there
was stubborn fighting on Friday in the

of Ostrov. After sanguinary
engagements the enemy succeeded in
advancing and gained more territory.

On Friday at daylight the enemy, after
a heavy fire and the extensive use of
asphyxiating gases, began storm our
positions at Ossowiec. He succeeded in
capturing the fortification at Sosno, but
by our counter-attack- s was dislodged
everywhere.

The enemy has attacked our advanced
positions at Kovno and the left bank
of the Niemen, but our batteries have
maintained an energetic fire everywhere.

Energetic attacks by the enemy in the
region of Serok have repulsed.

On the Vistula there was an artillery
duel. On' night our heavy guns
successfully bombarded the enemy s
bridgeworks.

Between the Vistula and tho
was obstinate fighting in the direction
of Kurow and Kotsk and also on the
right bank of the Vieprz north of Sench- -
nl.

Albany, N. Y., Aug. 7. Minutes of the
secret session of the convention of revo
lutionary leaders held in Mexico City,
to discuss the Mexican note of President
Wilson were given to the Washington
Herald correspondent today by Arthur
J. Baldwin, a delegate to the constitu-
tionalist convention.

The record of this session was sent
to Mr. Baldwin by a personal friena,
an American now residing in Mexico
City. As expected, the revolutionists are
violent against any proposals for United
Statc3 intervention, and are insulting in
their references lo the American people
and President Wilson.

Mr. Baldwin is the law partner of John
W. Griggs, of New Jersey, and formerly
Attorney Geneal "of the United States.
He vouches for the authenticity of the
record. The revolutionists write as fol-
lows:

"Vuevada, who was vice president of
Mexico, presided at the secret session.
Sot y G&pia was the principal speaker.
He characterized the American note as
the work "'of a clown who has never
been able to cope jvlth any condition.-H- e

referred to the United States as a
"conglomeration of adventurers."

The report of his speech contains the
following quotations:

Work of CleiitlflcuK.

"The American note is the work of
the clentlficos and thc.rcadtionaries who
have sold their properties to the mag-
nates of the United States, who are in
fluential in thojrusts and therefore in
politics. These influential Americans,
who have purchased properties from the
Porforltas, Ifuestlstas, Clericals and
Clentlficos, have managed to prevail upon
President Wilson to sign that note,
which has not the usual tone of the
White House.

"The American agent. Duval West,
when he was in the South, intimated
that Gen. Carranza had offered Silli- -
man and himself several million pesos
and very productive concessions if they
would make a report to the President
favorable to the Carranzistas.

"Gen. Zapata and the Indomitable
Surlanos .refused to give West a sin-
gle cent, so he became angry with the
Zapatistas and allied himself with the
miserable bandit foreigners who hypo-
critically call themselves the "Interna-
tional Benevolent Society.'

"From the understanding had be-

tween Duval West and the adventurous
Jews of the International Committee
resulted the report which will be an
eternal insult and perennial infancy to
our revolutionists, who are exposing

at Meeting.

wlll present the results of their Investi-
gation. Dr. Seymour Oppenhelmer and
Dr Mafk J. Gottlieb will tell of their
work in searching for a substance that
would produce immunity to those who
have suffered from hay fever. The sub-
ject of the presentation will be::
general remarks on the subject of polll-nos- ls

(hay fever), with particular refer-
ence to Its treatment by active immuniza-
tion and results, with a demonstat!on
of the methods employed In determin-
ing pollen anaphylaxis."

In .a recent Issuo of the New York
Medical Journal the results of the work
of these two physicians were described.
After discussing the causes and symp-
toms of hay fever the investigators

"Hay fever is due, as previously
stated, to a sensitization of an In-

dividual by the conveyance of pollen
contents through the respiratory tract.
There must be, at the time of sensi-
tization, an abrasion of the mucous
membrance so as to make parental ab-

sorption possible. In all likelihood
there exists In the patient an indi-
vidual susceptibility to this
disease, which seems to have some re-

lation to heredity for this and other
allied ailments are frequent in given
families."

Next they describe the method of
finding Just what peculiar pollen af
fects a elven individual. In view of
known facts concerning the disease
and deductions based their
theory of an effective method of treat-
ing the ailment, the physicians con-

cluded that It should be possible to em-

ploy one of four methods which they
enumerate as follows:

1. By injecting a dose of pollen, extract
Just the hay fever time and re-

peating procedure in twenty to thirty
days.

2. By injecting a large Quantity of Im-

mune scrum during the attack.
1 Bv injecting very small amounts of

pollen extract at intervals of ten days
or less, so that only minute quantities
of anaphylatoxin are formed and the
Datient's tolerance Is raised.

(Anaphylatoxin is not-th- e narao of a
medicine or remedy, but It is the term
applied to whatever substance produces
a condition of anapnyiaxis wmen means
a condition of Increased susceptibility to
an Infection.)

4. Bv lniectlnc very small doses of ana
phylatoxin made in the laboratory to
produce the same results as in metnoa
No. 3.

On Wednesday night 'on tho Darda-
nelles' front' the enemy exploded mines
in front of the trenches, on our left
wing and followed It up with attacks,
which we "repulsed.

democratic parliament.

"Stupendous calumnies are contained
In reports by agents of the Washing-
ton government. It is stated that the
revolutionists are o blame for the
famine of the neutral population of the
capital that population which has not
yet been punished or expurged of its
crimes.

RACE BETTERMENT IDEA

Thinks Government Should Annually
Inspect Health of Individuals.

Unfit Are Numerous.

San Francisco, Aug. 7. The world needt
a new aristocracy "a real aristocracy
made up of Apollos and Venuses and
their fortunate progeny," said Dr. J. H.
Kellogg, of Battle Creek, Mich., in an
address today on "The Eugenics Regis-
try," before the second national con-

ference on race betterment.
"Instead of such an aristocracy," Dr.

Kellogg continued, "we are actually
building up an aristocracy of lunatics,
idiots, paupers and criminals. These un-
fit persons already have reached the pro-
portions of a vast saultltude 000,010 luna-
tics, SO.ono criminals. 100,000 paupers, 90,.
000 Idiot.---, 90,10 epileptics: and we are
supporting these defectives In idleness
like real aristocrats, at an expense ol
n00.0W.OU) a year; and this mighty host
of mental ,and moral cripples is Increas-
ingly due to unrestricted marriages and
other degenerative influences at a more
rapid rate than the sounder part' of the
population so that they are bound In
time to constitute the majority unless
some check is put upon the increase.
Every one of these lunatics possesses
the right to vote, even in States where
women are not glventhe right of fran
chise."

finer Itettermrnt Scheme.
Dr. Kellogg proposed a "schema foi

race betterment." which he thoughl
should be set in operation as speedily as
possible. This included the establish-
ment of a "health registry," on which
should be recorded the results of an an-
nual health Inspection of individuals
made by a bureau maintained by tlie
State for the purpose, and of a "eugenic
registry." to accomplish In behalt ol
race hygiene "what the health registry
would seek to do for personal health."

Another suggestion by Dr. Kellogg was
a health survey in every community at
least every five years,

"In this survey," he said, "notes should
be made of all particulars relating to
water supply, milk supply, and other
public matters which might influencs
health, but especially with reference to
the existence of degenerative disorders
am chronic Infections, especially In-

sanity."
Iturlianlc on Selection.

Luther Burbank. the plant specialist,
delivered an address on "Evolution and
vnriitlon with the fundamental purpose
of sex." He said in part

"It is becoming increasingly necessary
to Impress the fact that there are two
distinct lines In iho Improvement of any
race; one by favorable environment
which brings Individuals up to their best
possibilities: the other 10.000 times more
important and effective selection of the
best individuals through a series of gen-
erations. By this means and by this
only, can anv race of plants, animals or
man be permanently or raditallv improv-
ed. When these two lines of action are
combined, all the best quailt.es of any
type are brought forth and fixed and
the field for improvement is limitless."

JERMANS TORPEDO 8 VESSELS.

Sink Six Rncllxli nml Tito Central
nontM.

London. Aug. 7. Six English fishing
boats and two neutral vessels have fal-
len victims to German submarines within
the last ten hours. The fishing boats
were sunk thH morning. The neutral
ships, the Danish schooner Hansemll and
the Norwegian steamer Vendus. were set
on fire In the North sea last night.
